in Manchuria, as published by a vernacular 
‘contemporary, says the Kobe Chronicle. 


*T feel that I attracted less attention at 
tho hands of the Russian authorities dur- 
ing my travels in Manchuria than I should 
have boon led to suppose. This was pro- 
Dably due ‘ta tho fect that I wore’ ordinary 
clathes, though, whenever questioned as to 

personal status, I did not conceal the 
fact that I wasa military officer. It was 
reported that troops were stationed at 
every station on the railways in Manchuria, 
Lut this is @ little exaggerated, as somo of 
the stations certainly were rot guarded by 
troops. No troops were scen at the 
ue fons of Whanp-tien, Kuenin, and Hing- 


Speaking of the Eastern Chineso Rail- 
way, Captain Kasuyama remarks that, 
although not a railway man, he was 
instinctively led to imagine from what he 
aaw thit this line was scarcely paying ex- 

enses. -A train from Dalny to St. 

otersburg, was sometimes seen to consist 
of thirty or more waggons, but more than 
the numbor cf trains consisted of sand 
trucks used for the construction of the line. 
‘The trains generally consist of fourteen 
carriages, including a couple of goods wag- 
gons, Asa fule, no first-class carriages 
were attached, and the number of passen- 
gers was very small. Russians generally 
took second-class seata, but the number 
travelling was generally about one-third of 
the total seats available. Third-class seata 
were ‘mostly patronised by Chinese and 
Japanese merchants, and the number of 
seats occupied scemed to be about half of 
those available. _Fourth-class carriages 
were occupied by Chinese labourers, and 
thoy were almest always filled. eb 

Thore are about_700 Japanese residing at 
Harbin. Most of’ the Jnopancse houses 
there are stores ‘of fairly good standing, 
and the householders had mostly come 
from Wladivostok with good capital. The 
Japanese had” been doing business with 
the Russians for a long time.- Itis a tule 
in Harbin that tho hotel-keeper or the owner 
ofa house which admits a traveller for a 
night,myst report the fact to the authorities 
within stwelve hours after” his arrival, 
Special procedure has to be ‘one through 
before a Japaneso military officer is admit- 
ted. Very strict attention is directed {to 
Japanese military men, and tite hotel- 
keeper or the householder is often put to 

‘oat trouble, At sume of the houses where 

faptain Kusuyama spent a night he admita 
that he did not enlighten them as. to the 
nature of his profession. 

‘The officor makes: refereiice to the coal 
mines in Manchuria. Amongst other 
collieries which be saw wag the  Rujun 
(Japanese pronunciation) colliery, which is 
now being opened. It is aituated about 
twenty-five miles from Moukden, and thé 
land was being purchased from the Mouk- 
den Station to the mine, probably with the 
object of laying « light railway. ‘The mine 
roduces good smokeles coal as well as ord- 
Inary coal; and the quantity produced each 
day amounts to’some twenty waggon-loads, 
‘Another important mine, the Entai colliery, 

roduces cuflicient osch day to fill one ord! 
inary train. Then there js ‘the *Honkeiko 
colliory, fifty miles oast of Lisoyang, aud 
another mine, called the Saibashu colli- 
ery, about sixty milés north of Whangfong- 
chong on the. Yalu. The two lastnamed 
mines. were inspected by the Russians last 
apring.. They went way after inspection 
however and the captainadds, ‘the inhabit- 
ants there were very happy to think that’ 
the Russians wauld never come again i 

‘The extent of:the works carried ont by 
the Russians at Yong-agpho is very small 
compared with what ig been done in con- 
nection with the Chinesé Eastern railway. 
There were only forty Russians (men and 
women) living there-at the time o Captain 
Knusuyama’s visit, in addition 3,000 
Chinese coolies. The Russians seemed to
